ALABAMA ADDS 
6,600 MILES OF 
NEW ROADS 


Gov. James E, Foisom said 
this week that the State High- 
way Department has built and 
paved 6,600 miles of new roads 
throughout the State in the 
past 39 months, This repre- 
sents an easy all-time record 
for any comparable period in 
the State's history, 

Included in this total are 4,- 
968 miles of secondary and 
farm-to- market roads built in 


nail 67 of the State's counties. 


Many other such roads, of 
course, still under construct- 
jon, 


The Governor's report shows 
that 150 miles of four-lane 
highways have been built and 
opened for traffic since Janu- 
ary 1955 and another 250 miles 


of four-laners are under con- 
struction, The report also 
points out that no less than 
382 miles have been added to 
Alabama's primary highway 
ystem, and another 45 miles 
have been built under the ur- 
ban System of roads, 

It is specially pointed out 


tHiat in addition to the hun- 
creds of new and improved 
bridges built during the con- 
struction of the 6,600 miles of 
highways and roads, a miulti- 
million dollar program has al- 
so seen the construction of 
four major bridges at Steven- 
son, Coffeeville, Wedowee and 
near Rockford. These spans a- 
cross some of Alabama's ma- 
jor rivers, will be opened short- 
ly. Also construction is start- 
ing on a bridge to span Perido 
Bay near Gulf.Shores and join 
the Alabama and Florida bea- 
ches,

According to API Home 
Management Specialist Eliza- 
beth Bryan, the repellency pro- 
duced by cedar oil or vapors is 
not enough to prevent fabric 
insects from entering cedar 
chests and closets, nor will it 
prevent stored woolens from 
being infested, 

A recent test made by the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
shows that there seems to be 
some relationship between the 
density of the vapors and the 
amount of protection. The 
tighter cedar chests proved 
much effective than ce- 
dar lined closets. 

Whichever type of container 
is used, Miss Bryan — urged 
homemakers to be sure woolen 
articles are free of larvae when 
they're stored, 

Stored woolens may 
protected with  paradichloro- 
benzene (PDB) crystals or na- 
phthalene flakes or balls, The 
container must be airtight to 
hold the vapor as the chemi- 
cals evaporate, and the vapor 
concentration must be ereat 
enough to kill the insects, In a 
trunk-size container, use one 
pound of crystals, flakes, or 
balls; in a storage closet, one 
pound to each 100 eubic feet 
of space should be used.

WHEAT - FLOUR 
IMPROVEMENTS 
RESEARCH DONE 


AUBURN— Lipids may hold 
the key to your baking suc- 
cess, These mysterious fat-like 
Substances in wheat flour are 
under research now by the U, 
S. Department of Agriculture, 
Work by the De partment Ef) 
far has resulted in a number 
of important findings about 
the nature of these substan- 
ces and the role they play in 
the baking process, 

According to USDA research- 
ers, lipids in wheat flour are 
soluble in fat solvents, insolu- 
ble water, and have a greasy 
feel. Although by weight they 
comprise only about 1.5 per 
cent of flour, they greatly af- 
fect its quality, baking behav- 
jor, and storage stability. 

Only about 60 to 80 percent 
of lipids can be easily extract- 
ed from flour. This degree of 
lipid removal does not hurt 
the flour’s bread-baking pro- 
perties if no shortening is us- 
ed in the dough mix. However, 
if shortening is used, bread 
loaves made from extracted 
flour are small and hard. The 
reason tor this is still unknown, 
but it shows that present-day 
shortenings cannot replace na- 
tural wheat lipids. Removing 
all the lipids from flour dras- 
tically reduces the loaf size 
and quality of bread made from 
it. 

Lipids tend to change more 
rapidly than any other consti- 
tuent in flour. Controlled oxi- 
dation can improve the baking 
properties of flour, but if ox‘- 
dation changes go too far, the 
baked goods become rancid 
and lose texture and flavor, 
say the scientists. 

Continued research by the 
USDA on lipids and other 
wheat - flour constituents -are 
aimed at further clarification 
of how these substances may 
contribute to eunexplained dif- 
ficulties in commercial pro- 
duction of bread, cakes, cook- 
ies, and other baked goods.

JET TRAVEL AGE 
IS SAID TO BE 
AROUND CORNER 


The big public fanfare hasn't 
broken yet, but jet travel for 
U. S. airline passengers is just 
around the corner, according 
to the editor of Changing 
Times, the Kiplinger Magazine. 
In less than a year the first U. 
S. jet commercial planes will 
be in service, and in a year and 
@ half nearly one third of all 
U. S. passengers will be flying 
ing in jet planes, 

From Chicago, it will be one 
hour and 40 minutes to New 
York; three hours 50 minutes 
to Los Angles; two hours 50 
minutes to Miami. The New 
York to San Francisco travel- 
cr will be able to leave at 5 p. 
n,, dine on the plane and ar- 
rive in time for a show or an 
evening on the town, 

You'll cruise in lavish com- 
fort at between 550 and 600 
miles per hour. Your swept- 
Winged plane will swoosh 
through the air at 30,000 feet, 
high above weather and tur- 
bulence, Your sensation will be 
one of vibrationless ease, dis- 
turbed only by the whish of 
the jet exhausts. Many of the 
planes will carry up to 155 pas- 
sengers —- almost twice the 
number who fly on the mam- 
moth DC-1's, 

The major jets in the sky 
will be the Douglas DC-8, Boe- 
ing -707 and Convair-880. Some 
will be for short and medium 
range trips. Others, such as the 
Boeing Intercontinental, will 
span the oceans, So fast and so 
large will be these planes, a 
Single one will do the work of 
four passenger trains or 60 
buses. 

Once the airlines. recover the 
billions spent on the new plan- 
es, many economies may show 
up on the fares you pay. New 
jets will be able to fly passen- 
gers at a lower iost than exist- 
ing planes because of their 
speed and capacity. 

About 66,000,000 passengers 
will fly in jets and _ other 
planes in 1960. Airlines will 
chalk up close to 35 billion 
miles. For an eye-opening com- 
parison. note the 1950 figures: 
17,000,000 passengers; 8 billion 
passenger miles.

HOUSE ASSET 
IN MANY WAYS 


AUBURN— One of the first 
things a homemaker looks for 
on a prospective lot is trees. 
For trees are probably the 
most important feature in pro- 
viding an attractive setting for 
a house. 

In Auburn this week, API Ex- 
tensicn Ornamental Horticul- 
turist Troy Keeble advised 
homeowners planning to set 
out trees to plant large shade 
trees at the back or sides of 
the age This way, he ex- 
plained, they'll provide an at- 
tractive backdrop and side 
curtains, and your house will 
be the center of attention of 
passers-by. 

‘Large trees are especially 
useful behind rambling, mod- 
ern houses to soften roof lines, 
Said the specialist. When 
ahaa trees for the front of 
the building, be hareful to 
choose size and species to com- 
pliment, and not hide the 
house. 


Homeowners who would like 
to improve the appearance of 
their landscapes might remem- 
ber that overplanted and clut- 
tered effects can be overcome 
by removing some trees and 
large shrubs, or by removing 
lower branches of trees that 
obscure a view.

IN MANY U. S. 
HERD PROGRAMS 


AUBURN— About 10 per cent 
of U. S. dairy cows are enroll- 
€d in one of the three official 
record - keeping plans of the 
National Cooperative Dairy 
Herd Improvement Program, 

This figure was taken from 
a recent report by the U. Ss. 
Department of Agriculture, 
fiving total enrollment 
through 1957 by states under 
the «standard Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association plan, 
the Owner - Sampler plan, and 
the new Weigh -~a- Day -a 
Month plan. DHIA and WAD- 
AM plans are available to Ala- 
bama dairymen through their 
county agricultural agents. 

Among Alabama herds, API 
Extension Assistant Dairyman 
R. Sam Jones, Jr., said the per- 
cent of cows on record is low- 
er than the national average, 
Of a total 344 thousand cows 
in the state, only five and a 
half per cent are enrolled un- 
der one of the three DHIA 
plans. Included in the standard 
DHIA plan are 252 herds con. 
Sistine of 15,627 cows, The 
new WADAM plan attracted 
sign-ups among owners of 3,- 
312 cows in 120 herds tn the 
State during its first year of 
operation. 

Nationally, enrollment under 
WADAM, a less expensive and 
simplified record - keeping 
System designed especially for 
small herds, reached nearly 
80,000 cows last year. Enroll- 
ments were also up under the 
two older plans, according to 
the USDA report. 

The DHIA is a national co- 
operation effort to improve the 
efficiency of dairy operations, 
regardless of size of herd or 
level of production. Informat- 
ion obtained through any one 
of the three record-keeping: 
plans is helpful to dairymen in 
making management decision 
that lead to more profitable 
operation, Jones observed.

The typical small city re- 
tailer who tries consistent 
newspaper advertising soon be- 
gins to realize a sales increase. 
The results are usually enough 
to convince him that newspa- 
per advertising is a good in- 
vestment. 4 


However, immediate results 
do not always show how thor- 
oughly and inexpensively the 
newspaper carriers and adver- 
tiser’s message to a commun- 
ity. Readership research con- 
ducted by universities and pri- 
vate agencies may give a bet- 
ter picture of the total value 
of newspaper advertising.

These carefully controlled 
studies show that more than 
Sixty per cent of all readers us- 
ually see a one-quarter page 
retail advertisement in a 
weekly or small daily newspa- 
ber. Also, the studies show that 
each copy of a community pa- 
ber is read by approximately 
four people. 

This means that 
thousand papers 
4,000 people read something in 
each issue of the paper, Sixty 
per cent, or 2.400 tor each I=
